O you know anyone “who isn’t 

having chair problems these 
days? Whether it’s new kitchen 
chairs or slip covers to be bought 
it’s an ordeal. And an expensive 
one at that. 

Rather than pay ex- 
cessively high prices, 
many clever women 
prefer to make their 
own slip covers or do 
their own upholster- 
ing. Of course it isn’t 
easy and it can’t be 
done in the twinkle of 
an eye, but with pains- 
taking care beautiful 
results can be accom- 
plished at very little 
cost, 

Patterns are available for most 
types of chairs, or they can be cut 
from old covers or to the measure- 
ments of the piece of furniture. 
The sky is the limit in the color 
department. Fabrics have wide 
range, too, but they should be 
heavy enough to stand wear and 
of close weave to keep dirt from 
filtering in. 

The wing chair in the illustration 
was covered with material from 
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faded ‘gold damask living room’ 


draperies which had been salvaged 
by changing their color. A warm 
wine shade was chosen to blend 
with the figured rug of many colors., 
. And because of the 
uncertainty of the fa-/ 
bric (that is, whether 
it was silk and rayon 
or rayon and cotton) 
all purpose dye was 
used because it will 
produce an all-over 
even color no matter 
what the mixture of 
fibers. 

A solid fabric is 
most effective for 
chairs of this type. 
However, those that 
have separate center backs are 
boasting stripes or prints with the 
cushion coyered with the same ma- 
terial. Fabric for the rest of the 
chair may be dyed a solid color to 
accent one of the colors in the print. 

One point to watchs when cover- 
ing chairs is dirt or greasy marks 
that might stain the new fabric. 
Cotton batting or muslin can be 
placed to prevent their coming 
through.
